WE STARTED asking for 60 per cent of the flah 
resources in the E£u pool; we also wanted a 
50-mile limit. Now look what we are gettlngl 
„ui talk in Brussels was adding up to this 

weeK was half the fish and a 12-tnile limit that 
is not even exclusive. 

To have to share a limit with Community 
countries based on historic rights Is a travesty 
of Justice. These rights are based oa days when 
the moat effective form of fishing gear was a 
drift net. How can this be compared with the 
deadly power of a Danish purse seiner? 

How long Is It going to be before it is 
recognised that the number of boats operating 
on a stock is not the worry, it is the methods 
used to catch them? This Is not to say that purse 
seiners and their like must be outlawed, but in 
the words of Gilbert Buchan, vio'e-presldent of 
the Scottish Fishermen’s Federation, we need a 
“balanced Hshery”. 

This we can eventually do with our own fleet 
but, it is impossible to carry out when foreign 
boats are allowed to traditionally enter our 
limits without any control on the methods they 
employ. 

While all the talk goes on about percentages 
of fish in Brussels, the Important question of 
what type of species we are got^ to get is be- 
ing glossed over. From previous EEC proposals 
we know these are not in any way satisfactory. 
Already we rely on mackerel as the main source 
for keeping the fleet in business. The catch this 
year could run to over 200,000 tonnes. M we 
are being offered Is 132.000 tonnes. 

The way things are shaping up in Brussels, 
Mr. Silkin could end up less a portfolio. While he 
may still be the Minister for Agriculture, the 
fisheries side of his job will be gone.

THE GALES and huge 
waves which swept down 
the east coast with such 
devastating effects last 
week left a trail of havoc. 

Boats were washed ashore 
and salvage work got un- 
derway quickly. 

Premises along the entire 
length of Grimsby's North 
Wall were pounded by 
massive waves resulting in 
widespread flooding with the 
water in the fish docks over- 
spilling. 

There was severe damage 
to the access piers around fish 
duck island where an eye 
witness described the scenes 
around 8.00 pm as 
"horrific”, adding “the seas 
smashed great bulks of 
timber like niatchsticks”. 

Further inland, stocks of 
frozen fish were ruined as 
flood waters surged into 
merchants’ cold stores. 

Amazinglv damage to 
vessels in the fish docks, 
which was packed out by the 
arrival of some thirty Danish 
and Belgian vessels seeking 
shelter, wag minimal. 

Only a handful of vessels 
broke their moorings, but 
I were rapidly resecured. The 
most serious incident 
happened when the gill-netter 
IPAite Bank became trapped 
beneath one of the slipway 
jetties.

Some say you should let 
your boat lie Broadside on to 
the direction in which you in- 
tend to tow, when shooting a 
beam trawl.

With the aid of the bridle, 
it is not difficult to ensure the 
beam remains the right way 
up and that all ia in order for 
the net to sink before you 
start paying out the warp.

NEW ICE PLANT 


NORTH SHIELDS wUl 
now get its long- 
awaited new ice plant 
subject to final plan- 
ning approval. 

The existing 40-year-old 
plant is unable to meet re- 
quirements. 

During last summer on oc- 
casions it was able tu oroduce 
only '200 tons a week. This 

f iroved to be a disaster for the 
Deal industry which needs 
50U to 6U0 tons a week to 
satisfy needs. 

Ice had to be brought by 
road from as far away as Hull 
and Granton, with resultant 
higher prices. Vessels have 
had to avoid the port and 
land elsewhere. 


Planning permission for a 
new plant was originally 
granted some five years ago, 
subject to the government 
giving the go-ahead to the 
port's proposed fish dock 
scheme. 

When this was shelved, the 
permission for the ice plant 
was also withdrawn. 

About a year ago members 
of the industry formed a new 
company, Tynemouth Ice 
Ltd., to press for new plan- 
ning permission for an ice 
factory. 

I'lie company is now confl- 
dent that it will get the go- 
ahead from the North 
Tyneside Council in the very 
noar future. 

The new plant will be 


similiar to that at Buckie, on 
the Moray Firth, and will cost 
in the remon of £^m. This will 
be met oy the industry with 
the help of a regional develop- 
ment grant. 

North-East Refrigeration 
of Stockton will be the main 
contractor for the plant, 
which will be able to produce 
LGU tons of flake ice daily and 
have storage space for a 
further lUO tons. 

The plant — which should 
he ready for operation in 
about one year's time — will 
be sited near the existing ice 
factory at West Quay.

All Companies oftered their services fur nothing 
to show the advantages. The lucky owner, Mike Holley, and the 
skipper, Philip Dingle, Looe, were delighted.

GRP 

The Whys and Wherefores 


WHY GRP, and What is it? 
Cygnus Murine set uul lo produce a 
range of lislnng bouis which .i fisher- 
man would like lo own. To this 
end the hull form liud to be ihe right 
shape. G.iry Mitchell of Mcv.iglsscy 
was commissioned to produce dc- 
sigits of hulls e.xactiy in keeping with 
iradiilonnl wooden vessels. The 
hulls, unlike ,'iny other GRP hulls 
on the market, appealed to the man 
who hud previously Inul a wooden or 
steel boat— their deep draught 
carried right forward, large deep 
bilges taken right aft for load 
carrying and stabliiy, sensible curv- 
ing shccrlines with more than 
adequate freeboard. 

After convincing a fisherman that 
the shape was right, he always asked 
about the strength, and usually this 
was gauged in his eye by the thick- 
ness. This is an incorrect assumption 
because the strength of a GRP boat 
is jts glassfibre content and Cygnus 
built to Lloyds Fishing Boat Rules 
(not Yacht Rules) plus an extra layer. 
The thickness is made up of layers 
of glass fibre bonded together with a 
plastic in the form of polyester resin. 
Although the thickness is dependant 
upon the number of layers, much 
depends on the amount of resin and 
the degree of rolling out of the resin 
into (he glass. The resin does not 
give the boat strength, it merely 
bonds the glass together, so don’t be 
fooled by a thick boat with plenty of 
resin, one good bang and it will all 
crack. 

Having solved the thickness prob- 
lem, all fishermen were used to 
seeing the comforting, implied 
strength of frames spaced through 
the traditional hull— so we put In 


in Wiiy of hauling areas, taken well 
below the waterline, most wear can 
be eliminated. Cygnus hulls are all 
produced with double gel coats 
which arc the colour pigmented 
waterproof surface layers. These 
^cl coats are reinforced with very 
tine glass fibre before (he main shell 
laminate. If the surface gel coat 
docs get damaged, repairs can be 
easily effected without expensive 
bo.niyard bills. 

GRP is not clwap, it has to be 
moulded under temperature and 
quality controlled conditions— old 
barns and tin sheds are not suitable! 
Conditions arc important— draughts 
cause patches of ine hull to under- 
cure, causing all sorts of problems; 
dampness ruins glassfibre; resin lo 
glass ratios must be correct— so if 
you want to buy a GRP boat, check 
out the moulders, compare the 
specifications carefully. We know 
where you'll come, qnd we'll be 
glad lo show you around I

shell. The ftnme depth gives the 
rigidity to the hull,rnot the yvidth.

CYGNUS Marine’s latest ex- 
tension of the GM range 
(designed by Gary Mitchell) 
is a vessel designed to effici- 
ently fish the 50-mile limits.

CYGNUS Marine have annouiwcd

Dndcally, the cost of completed 
boats has risen so dnimaiicalljr 
in the Inst two years — probably 75% 
—that something-had“to-be^one. 
Wc have already seen a big upsurge 
in homo-completion. 

By using more moul«lc\1 com- 
ponents, c.g. wlicclhotiscs, gnlley 
units, hutches etc., and simplifying 
the fitting out. Cygnus can ofTcr 
lower basic finished boat prices — 
nkhough sonic customers will luivc 
to nay more for the custom built, 
madc-to-mensure fishing boat.

A FISHERMEN’S co- 
op is to be set-up at 
Stornoway on the 
Hebridean Isle of 
Levvis. It will deal with 
heavy chandlery for 
the local fleet. 

The decision was taken at a 
iiieellng uf the Stornoway 
risliermen'si Port Committee 
last week, after an address by 
Hubert Milne, development 
•illlcer of the Scottish Federa- 
liun of Fishermen's Co-op’s. 

Skipper Jack Morrison, 
chairman of the committee, 
said later that they had taken 
the decision mainly because 
(if high prices. 

He said: "We get low prices 
lor our fish and high prices 
lor our chandlery. The 
pierhead prices for fish at 
Stornoway are the lowest in 
the EEC. 

“ VVe are the ‘Tailend 
C harlies' of Europe and we 
are getting fed-up with it. 
We're looking for better 
prices and chandlery at a dis- 
count.” 

Skipper Morrison added 
that initially they would only 
be concerned with fishing 
gear and equipment but, later 
on, they would look at other 
aspects including fish selling. 

He pointed out that co-ops 


can provide all the services 
li^lK•l■mL•n iu*ed. Those in- 


cluile buying uiul selling fish, 
oiierotiiig oil depots and ice 
lilaiUs, acting as insurance 


agents and providing accoun- 
tancy services. 

"\Vc may not necessarilv 
do all of them, Imt we will 
teriiiinly he doing a few. " he 
said. 

There are 4U boats in the 
Stornoway fleet and he 
assumed most of them would 
he joining the co-op. The 
Sturnuway pier and harbour 
i'oinmis.sion has granted them 
the use of the old commercial 
hotel and sail loft. It will take 
lit least two months to get 
organised. 


"We do not know exactly 
lii'w much ii will i-.isi to es‘-
